2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3, 5-6 and 8-14 are allowed over prior art of record because the cited 
references either alone or combined do not disclose the claimed invention: 

3. A cooling system for a mobile terminal for wireless communication, comprising: 
a rotating fan comprising blades adapted to reduce the heat generated by the 

mobile terminal, and 

a vibration generation mechanism comprising at least one weight attached to at 
least one blade and moveable along said blade so that when said weight is activated by 
a centrifugal force when the rotational speed of the fan exceeds a predefined level, said 
weight moves outwardly along said blade, increasing in order to cause a vibration of the 
fan by creating an unbalance of the fan and therefore a vibration of the fan.
